We have become aware that ihc propliet.s of 
doom were not entirely wrong In their predictions 
that Quebec . would iMicome th* contra of such a 
struggle for freedom and progress.

she weni on, "and the knowledge of 
them helped us In «tudylngr speech dif- 
ficulties. Best of alMt gave us a sclen- 
tific outlook so tbat we considered dif- 
ferent types of speech almply as va- 
riations, In.îtead of dividing them Into 
the categories of good and bad. 

This question of accent has always 
been very troublesome. Our Intention 
at the Speech Institute la not to super- 
impose one accent upon another. We 
must listen to the best speaker.? of 
Kngllsh all over the world and theii 
make our approxlmatlon of what, the 
best English actually Is.
